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The Philippines is obviously not exempted 
from the global illegal drug phenomena. 


Based on PDEA’s intelligence and drug- 
related arrests, methamphetamine 
hydrochloride, locally known as shabu, is the 
most abused drug in the country, followed by 
cannabis or marijuana, and methylenedioxy- 
methamphetamine (MDMA) or ecstasy. 


During the first semester of the year, cocaine 
was recovered along the Philippine shores by 
law enforcers and locals. However, there is 
no conclusive indication that the cocaine was 
intended for local consumption. 


The archipelagic set-up and _ strategic 
location of the country was advantageous 
to drug syndicates who use the area as 
transshipment point to smuggle drugs to 
consuming countries. 





Based on monitoring, shabu is traded on the 
streets at the average price of Php6,800.00 
per gram, marijuana at Php1l20.00 per 
gram or Php40.00 per stick, and ecstasy at 
Php1,700.00 per tablet. 











Benzoylmethylecgonine or Cocaine 
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Illegal drug trafficking is a lucrative business 
and continues to thrive in the Philippines. 
Drug groups and syndicates use innovative 
methods to evade apprehension and expand 
their illegal drug activities despite aggressive 
enforcement efforts. Despite heightened law 
enforcement efforts, they continue with their 
illegal drug activities. 


Thus, supply of illegal drugs in the country 
is ensured by international drug syndicates. 


In 2018, three international drug syndicates 
have been monitored to be operating in the 
Philippines. 


The annual data on foreign nationals 
arrested in the country from 2002 to 2018 
consistently showed that Chinese nationals 
dominate the roll of arrested non-Filipino 
drug personalities. Out of 906 foreign 
nationals arrested in the country, 548 or 60% 
are Chinese. 





Five Chinese nationals (2 from Mainland China and 3 from Hong Kong) were arrested 
during a series of operations conducted by PDEA on September 25, 2018 in Pasay City.

Two Nigerian nationals arrested for selling 98.34 grams of shabu on March 9, 2018 
during a buy-bust operation conducted by PDEA in Bacoor City, Cavite. 


The African Drug Syndicates (ADS) also 
smuggle drugs into the country through 
airports using human drug couriers whom 
they recruited in exchange for huge amount of 
money. From 2009 to 2018, 101 ADS members 
have been arrested in the Philippines. 


On the other hand, the Mexican-Sinaloa 
drug cartel partners with the Chinese drug 
syndicate to facilitate entry of illegal drugs 
into the country. There have been reports 
that this South American/Latino drug 
trafficking organization is trying to break 
into the Philippine market due to the demand 
for methamphetamine, a comparatively low- 
cost production, high-yielding, and high- 
profit drug as compared to the neighboring 
Southeast Asian countries who prefer heroin 
and cocaine. Latest monitored activity of the 
syndicate was in 2017 when 2.2 kilograms of 
shabu, sent from DHL Mexico,were recovered 
at DHL Warehouse at NAIA. 


In April 2018, the fourth drug syndicate that 
is monitored to be operating in the country 
is the Golden Triangle drug syndicate, 
which was connected with the dismantled 
three clandestine laboratories owned by the 
syndicate in Batangas and Malabon City. 
The syndicate is involved in large-scale 
production of methamphetamine in Myanmar 
for distribution in the Asia Pacific region. 
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Barangay drug affectation depicts the level or extent of the drug problem in a certain barangay, 
the smallest political unit. As of December 2018, out of the total 42,045 barangays in the 
country, 22,041 or 52.42% are considered drug-affected.

PDEA employs a three-pronged approach in addressing the drug problem to ensure that the 
multifaceted problem will be well addressed. PDEA does not only focus on law enforcement 
but is also keen at conduct of advocacy, preventive, and harm reduction strategies. This is 
PDEA’s response to the call for holistic approach in addressing the drug problem.

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In 2018, PDEA and other law enforcement agencies conducted a total of 36,643 anti-drug 
operations which led to the arrest of 48,077 drug personalities, seizure of Php6.72 billion 
worth of dangerous drugs and controlled precursors and essential chemicals (CPECs), and 
filing of 37,037 drug complaints nationwide. 





PDEA remains steadfast in its campaign against illegal drugs nationwide that resulted in the conduct of high-impact operations and arrest of high-value targets.

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A major incident of bulk seizure of shabu during the year was the interception of 355.85 
kilos of shabu worth Php2.4 billion concealed in magnetic lifters at the Manila International 
Container Port on August 7, 2018. 


On December 13, 2018, PDEA formally filed a complaint against personalities involved in the 
smuggling of the seized shabu. 





This is one of the most significant operations conducted during the year that prevented kilos of shabu from reaching the Philippine market. 
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Marijuana is continuously cultivated in the Philippines, particularly in Northern Luzon region. 
As an effort to prevent the proliferation of marijuana to other areas of the country, PDEA 
conducts marijuana eradication operations. 


In 2018, 40 marijuana eradication operations were conducted by PDEA in collaboration with 
other law enforcement agencies. These operations resulted in the eradication of 186 marijuana 
plantation sites, destruction of 869,682 pieces of marijuana plants and products worth Php 
208.37 million and arrest of eight (8) drug personalities.

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Interdiction Operations 


In 2018, PDEA noted the numerous incidents 
of drug smuggling using mail and parcel 
courier system. 


During the year, 35 interdiction operations 
were conducted to intercept dangerous drugs 
intended for smuggling into the country. A 
total of 94.67 kilos of shabu, 16,713 pieces 
of ecstasy tablet, and chemicals were seized 
during the operations. Of the 35 interdiction 
operations, 31 had an address in the United 
States of America (USA).

PDEA Anti-Money Laundering Desk 
(AMLD) coordinates with the Anti-Money 
Laundering Council for the conduct of 
financial investigation on drug cases.

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To enhance its capability to prevent illegal drug smuggling, PDEA established interdiction 
units at the vulnerable seaports and airports, which is one of the Agency’s priority thrusts. 


By the end of 2018, 14 seaports in the country already have Seaport Interdiction Units (SIU) 
or Inter-Agency Seaport Interdiction Task Group: Manila, Cagayan, Subic Bay, Batangas, Iloilo, 
Cebu, Zamboanga, Cagayan de Oro, Davao, General Santos, Sorsogon, and Albay. 


Airport Interdiction Units (AIU)/Inter-Agency Interdiction Task Groups were also established 
in five (5) international airports in the country such as in Mactan-Cebu, Zamboanga, General 
Santos and Davao. 


As of December 31, 2018, seven (7) international airports and 14 seaports already have the 
presence of inter-agency interdiction task groups/units. 
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Surigao del Norte Seaport Interdiction Unit Office 
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Through the efforts of PDEA under DG Aquino, operationalization of Offices in provinces and 
NCR Districts was realized. 


As of December 2018, PDEA already has offices in 80 out of 81 provinces in the country and 
in three of the five NCR Districts.

PDEA facilitated Youth Camps for the first time to promote drug awareness among the youth 
sector. 


From July 6 to 8, 2018, Youth Camp was conducted at Amparo Natures Park, Caloocan City 
in collaboration with the Local Government of Caloocan, and from August 4 to 5, 2018 at 
Makiling Highlands Resort, Pansol, Laguna in collaboration with the Local Government of 


Taguig. 


The activities empowered the youth and provided them with coping skills to face situations 
that may lead to drug use. 
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PDEA recognizes the importance of non-government organizations in the implementation 
of the national campaign against illegal drugs. These NGOs serve as force multipliers of the 
Agency in promoting the national anti-drug advocacy.

Agent Phed, PDEA Mascot Version 2.0, and Agent Eya. 
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To prevent the Undas season (All Saints Day/All Souls Day) from being taken as an opportunity 
to traffic illegal drugs, PDEA in collaboration with the Land Transportation Franchising and 
Regulatory Board (LTFRB), Land Transportation Office (LTO), Civil Aviation Authority of the 
Philippines (CAAP), and Philippine Ports Authority (PPA) implemented OPLAN: UNDASPOT 
from October 29 to 31, 2018. The activity launched simultaneous surprise drug tests to public 
transport drivers and conductors, and K9 sweeping operations at the seaports and airports 
nationwide. 


A total of 1,691 drivers, conductors, and helpers at 53 public transport terminals nationwide 
underwent the drug test, 15 of whom yielded positive result for use of methamphetamine 
hydrochloride or shabu. 


Moreover, UNDASPOT also included distribution of IEC materials to clients and employees of 
transport companies. 


This is another first time in the history of PDEA. 





K9 Sweeping at the NAIA. 
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Recognizing that the drug problem cannot be addressed by supply and demand reduction 
alone, PDEA introduced harm reduction approach in eradicating the menace. 


In the second quarter of 2018, PDEA launched its Balay Silangan Reformation Program, another 
first in the history of PDEA. Balay Silangan aims to modify the behavior of the drug offenders 
through interventions including drug education, counseling, morale recovery activities, 
personal and life skills, community service, and livelihood or employment education. 


By these interventions, drug surrenderers who have graduated from the program can be 
reintegrated back to the society.

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Since its launching in April 2018, 23 Balay Silangan Reformation Centers were inaugurated 
nationwide. These centers cater to 279 client-drug surrenderers, 89 of which already graduated, 


and of this number, 35 are now employed. 


Inauguration in Malungon, Sarangani on May 22, 2018. Inauguration in Passi, lloilo City on July 31, 2018. 
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Inauguration in Caloocan City on May 30, 2018. Inauguration in Cabanatuan City, Nueva Ecija on May 24, 2018. 
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Aligned with the Agency’s thrust to strengthen the conduct of anti-drug operations and 
supporting activities, PDEA undertook efforts to augment its manpower capability. Overall, the 
Agency hired a total of 495 DEOs, and administrative and technical personnel and promoted 
589 personnel to various positions in the agency. 


In FY 2018 alone, two batches of Drug Enforcement Officers Basic Course (DEOBC), Classes 
2017-11 (Class Gandilan) and 2018-12 (Class Hinirang) composed of 215 and 166 agents, 
respectively, undertook the six-month rigorous training and eventually graduated from the 
PDEA Academy to become full-fledged Drug Enforcement Officers (DEOs). 


Additional two batches of the DEOBC composed of 265 agent-trainees also took oath in 2018. 
Both DEOBC Class 2018-13 and Class 2018-14 are currently undergoing the six-month training 
and are expected to graduate in February 2019 and May 2019, respectively. 


The simultaneous recruitment, hiring, and training of DEOBC recorded the highest number 
of new DEOs accepted into the Agency within a year since the establishment of PDEA.

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With the approved Notice of Organization, Staffing and Compensation Action (NOSCA) by 
the Department of Budget and Management (DBM), a total of 529 Drug Enforcement Officers 
(DEOs) were promoted to various positions throughout the year. The creation of new positions 
led to the mass promotion of PDEA Agents who have been serving the country with honor and 
dedication. This is a significant feat in management - developing and providing opportunities 
for would-be leaders of the Agency. 


In addition, 54 admin and technical personnel were promoted. These conscientious efforts 
led to the highest number of personnel hired and promoted in a year. 


The Agency initiates and conducts capability enhancement trainings and workshops to its 
personnel. The undertakings cover the following different specializations:

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Boosting of the Morale of the PDEA Operatives 


In 2018, the first ever awarding ceremony of monetary rewards under PDEA Operation: 
“Lawmen” was conducted by the Agency. 


Implemented with the guidelines set forth by Dangerous Drugs Board No. 1, Series of 2016, 
Operation: “Lawmen” is an incentive system for law enforcers or members of the anti-illegal 
drug units/teams or task forces including the support unit/s. 


During the year, a total of Php20,245,438.84 were awarded to PDEA agents, operating units and 
support units who participated in the conduct of a total of 49 qualified anti-drug operations. 


The awarding ceremony of the program is conducted quarterly in the presence of the media. 





PCOO Secretary Jose Ruperto Martin M Andanar graces the 3rd awarding of PDEA Operation: "Lawmen" rewards to PDEA operating units on October 15, 2018. 
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On December 21, 2018, PDEA renewed its Memorandum of Agreement (MOA) with the 
Philippine Chinese Charitable Association, Inc. (PCCAI). Under the agreement, PCCAI shall 
provide medical aid and treatment at the Chinese General Hospital and Medical Center, 
including surgery and major operations as well as the use of its medical equipment and 
facilities, from admission to discharge of PDEA operatives who sustained injuries while in 
line of duty. The assistance is definitely a big boost to the morale of PDEA agents.

Consequent to the intensified campaign against illegal drugs, seven PDEA agents were killed 
as a result of the enemy’s retaliation. Five, deployed in PDEA RO ARMM, were ambushed 
on October 5, 2018 in Brgy. Malna, Kapai, Lanao del Sur on their way back to Marawi City 
from a demand reduction endeavor. Two, from PDEA RO VII, were gunned down in separate 
instances resulting to their death.

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Ensuring that PDEA is composed of people of integrity, PDEA under the leadership of Director 
General Aquino actively undertook internal cleansing efforts. 


As part of its Drug-Free Workplace Policy, PDEA conducted mandatory drug tests to its 
personnel at the National Headquarters and Regional Offices, during which a Drug Enforcement 
Officer (DEO) was tested positive for use of illegal drug. 


In addition, investigation and sanctioning of 55 PDEA personnel, composed of Directors, 
DEOs, and Administrative and Technical personnel, who were found guilty of administrative 
violations. Also, several Directors were relieved due to irregularities and lapses. 





PDEA DG Aaron N Aquino signs the application form for the mandatory drug test. 
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To ensure legitimacy and transparency of the anti-drug operations, PDEA, for the first time, 
procured 300 units of body camera being worn by PDEA operatives during operations. Media 
representatives during operations are also encouraged to wear body cameras. This made 
PDEA the first agency to require operatives to wear body cameras during operations. 
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Enhancing PDEA’s drug forensic capability is vital to ensure the public of the Agency’s 
credibility to safeguard the seized dangerous drugs and chemicals. 


On June 1, 2018, PDEA inaugurated its new Laboratory Service Building, The Premier Drug 
Forensic Center, located at the PDEA National Headquarters. PDEA Laboratory is equipped 
with analytical equipment of international standards. 


The Evidence Room of the Forensic Center is guarded with upgraded security system, such as 
biometrics, CCTV cameras with no blind areas uncovered, and fire suppressing equipment to 
avoid damages in case of fire. 


Air conditioning units, exhaust fans, and a dehumidifier are installed in the Evidence Room 
to preserve evidence and enhance ventilation. 


Additional forensic chemists were also hired to strengthen the manpower of the Laboratory 
Service.

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PDEA also takes pride in its accomplishment as the first Agency to produce Civil Aviation 
Authority of the Philippines (CAAP)-certified drone controllers. 
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Recognizing the indispensable role of the narcotic detection dogs in averting drug smuggling 
at ports, PDEA conscientiously enhanced the K9 capabilities of the Agency. 


This year recorded the highest number of K9 trained and K9 handlers hired with the acquisition 
of 100 K9 dogs and the hiring of 100 handlers who are expected to graduate from the six- 
month Basic K9 Handlers Course in March 2019.

The first adoption day for retired NDDs was also undertaken by PDEA in August 2018, during 


which 19 NDDs had new owners who were pre-screened for their capacity for human care and 
for their financial capability. 
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To recognize the significant contributions of the PDEA K9 in the successful conduct of anti- 
drug operations, awarding ceremony for the PDEA “Hero Dogs” was conducted in September 
2018. Notable are their participation in 1,503 search and seizure operations, seaport and 
airport interdictions, and event-monitoring which resulted in the seizure of 384.28 kilos 
of shabu including the 355 kilos intercepted at the Manila International Container Port on 
August 7, 2018, 7.8 kilos of marijuana, 180 pieces of ecstasy tablet, among others.

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Created pursuant to Executive Order No. 15, the Inter-Agency Committee on Anti-Illegal 
Drugs (ICAD) aims to ensure implementation and compliance of the member agencies with 
all policies, laws and issuances in relation to the government’s anti-illegal drug campaign in 
an integrated and synchronized manner. 


Composed of 41 member agencies, ICAD organizes four clusters namely: Enforcement, Justice, 
Advocacy, and Rehabilitation and Reintegration. PDEA is the overall chair of the Committee. 


ICAD cultivates integrity, honesty and accountability among its members. With the discussion 
of action plans and reporting of targets and accomplishments among the ICAD member 
agencies, transparency in the campaign against illegal drugs is promoted. The discussions 
and meetings among the heads of agencies also expedite coordination and action to queries 
and concerns. With the heads discussing the issues being raised in the meetings, the length 
of time to respond and react lessens and efficiency increases.

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Composed of 40 member-law enforcement agencies, NALECC-SCDDCC fosters inter-agency 
cooperation to strengthen the implementation of anti-drug campaign.

Composed of 13 member-agencies, TFDC was created on February 8, 2010 by virtue of 
Administrative Order No. 279. PDEA and Department of Foreign Affairs co-chair the Task 
Force.

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PDEA also facilitated and attended bilateral meetings on drug matters with the Russian 
Federation General Administration for Drug Control and People’s Republic of China Ministry 
of Public Safety. 


Notable are the successful operations that led to the dismantling of four shabu laboratories 
as a result of the strengthened cooperation with the China counterparts, and the confiscation 
of 6.89 kilos of shabu as a result of the information shared by the US Homeland Security 
Investigation. 


On December 11, 2018, PDEA hosted a fellowship with all the foreign counterparts to further 
strengthen cooperation with them. 


PDEA Director General Aquino together with other PDEA officials enjoyed fellowship with the foreign counterparts. 
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PDEA continues to encourage the public to participate in the anti-drug campaign by reporting 
to PDEA and other authorities any drug-related information through the implementation of 
Operation: “Private Eye”, a reward system for successful informants. 


In 2018, 41 informants were awarded an aggregate amount of Php25,655,430.35 which were 
awarded during the quarterly awarding ceremony. 


This is the largest amount of reward awarded to informants since the implementation of the 
program.
